Connecticut. — Month of June, 1910. Population, 1,047,939. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 1,252, including typhoid 
fever 8, measles 8, scarlet fever 5, diphtheria 17, tuberculosis (pul- 
monary) 111. Cases reported: Typhoid fever 30 cases in 19 towns, 
measles 366 cases in 51 towns, scarlet fever 216 cases in 46 towns, 
diphtheria 146 cases in 35 towns, tuberculosis (pulmonary) 149 cases 
in 47 towns. 

Iowa.— Month of June, 1910. Population, 2,192,608. Total num- 
ber of deaths from all causes 1,451, including typhoid fever 11, measles 
6, scarlet fever 6, diphtheria 14, tuberculosis 123. 

Kentucky — Louisville. — Month of June, 1910. Population, 269,749. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 306, including typhoid fever 4, 
tuberculosis (pulmonary) 41. Cases reported: Measles 12, scarlet 
fever 20, diphtheria 15, tuberculosis (pulmonary) 64. 

Nebraska — Lincoln. — Month of June, 1910. Population, 65,000. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 33, including tuberculosis 4. 
Cases reported : Smallpox 7, measles 19, scarlet fever 22, diphtheria 1.
